The  1985  season  was  one  of  disappointment  for  the  Bulldogs.  After  losing 
only  five  starters  from  last  year's  state  playoff  team,  the  "Dawgs"  were  pick- 
ed early  in  the  season  to  win  the  championship.  However,  the  injury  plagued 
Bulldogs  limped  through  one  of  the  toughest  schedules  in  the  county,  which 
included  three  state  championship  teams,  Hillside,  Immaculata,  and 
Brearley.  Dayton  lost  many  close,  heartbreaking  games  throughout  the 
season.

Also,  Dayton  beat 
Roselle  on  a  30  yard  touchdown  pass  to  John  Lusardi  from  an  indured  Darren 
laione.
